Sulzer to John Mulraney , who was to 
hav e been electrocuted at Sing Sing 
this morning for the m urder of “ Paddy 
the Priest,” a saloon keep er at Tenth 
av enue and Forty -second street, on the 
night of Oct. 3, 1911. -T h e rep riev e is 
granted for the purpo se o f inv estigat­ 
ing the condemned man's story that he 
was “framed by the p olice.” 
Mulraney , known in the Hell's Kitch­ 
en district as “ Hap p y .lack,” interested 
sev eral p ersons in his case after he 
was p laced in a death cell at Sing 
Sing. Among these were F ath er Cash- 
in, the p riest who dev otes much of his 
tim e to the consolation of condemned 
men, and W. A. McCabe, the confiden­ 
tial agent of the 
sup erintendent of 
p risons. 
The facts of record are that 
Mulraney was conv icted and sentenced 
I to death after it had been shown in 
| court th at he subscribed in the W est 
Twenty -fifth street station to a confes* 
' sion made by a friend of his named j 
I Dowling, th at they had killed “ Paddy j 
! the Priest.” 
j 
Mulraney *» story , which is now to be 
inv estigated by Gov ernor Sulzer. is 
v ery different. 
Admitting that he had 
been a burglar, a drunkard and a m or-' 
p hine user, Mulraney insisted that he 
was innocent of the m urder of the sa­ 
loon keep er. 
He said that on the j 
night of the m urder he was help less 
from drink in his m other’s fiat, far 
awav from “ Paddy the P riest's“ p lace. 
He had been 
th a t ev ening with a 
chance acquaintance named Dowling. 
The next day he left the city and tried 
to get work in Massachusetts. 
Fail­ 
ing. he returned to New York and was 
arrested for the m urder of the saloon 
keep er. 
Mulraney said that after Insp ector 
Hughes (then head of the detectiv e 
bureau) had forced a confession from 
Dowling, that Hughes attem p ted to 
make him confess, hut that he refused. 
Then, he said, he was taken to the

T w en ty -fifth 
street 
station 
where a detectiv e gav e him w hisk 
and morp hine and got him in so mud 
died a condition that he signed some 
sort of a p ap er, not knowing exactly 
w hat it contained. 
T hree w itnesses hav e told the dis 
trict attorney that Mulraney was un 
conscious from liquor in his m other’s 
home at the time the saloon keep er 
w a s murdered.
